(5) assess the adequacy of facilities, personnel and 
equipment currently available and estimate future 
requirements; and 


(6) assess the degree of coordination obtained in 
‘electronics programs including that reflected in 
budget requests. 


Prepare and present reports and informative papers in 
order to: 


(1) inform the RDB and authorized agencies of the 
Military Establishment of the facts and trends 
in the field of electronics necessary to assure 
continuing and increasing progress in that field; 


(2) inform the Joint Chiefs of Staff, through the 

Executive Secretary, RDB, as to the implications 

* on plans, operations, and strategy, of new weapons, 
equipment and techniques in the field of elec- 
tronics; and . % 

(3) inform the Munitions Board, through the Executive 
Secretary, RDB, of the requirements for materials 
and components in research and development programs 
in the Military Establishment in the field of 

electronics, particularly with respect to critical 
and strategic materials. 


In accordance with regular procedures of the Board, the 
Committee shall: 


(1) prepare not less frequently than once a yeer, an 


integrated plan of research and development for 
military purposes in the field of electronics;
